OCHESTER (N. Y.) March 5.— 

Prince Henry of Prussia traveled 

from Chicago to Niagara Falls to- 
day, crossed the Canadian frontier for 
@ brief stay, during which he was offi- 
clally welcomed by the Dominion, and 
resumed his journey tonight, bound for 
Boston over the New York Central 
line. His longest stop was at Niagara 
Falis, which he saw bridged in with 


from Table Rock, the American Falls 
Jj from the ledge over the whirlpool on 
the Canadian shore, rode down the 
gorge to a point below the lower whirl- 
pool, and there inspected the plant of 
the Niagara Power Cempany, which 
eonverts the forces of nature to the 
purposes of commerce.

He did not receive notice 
of the intention of the citizens. of To- 
ledo to formally receive him, and when 
he did it was too late to get up, so To- 
ledo did not see him. At Cleveland 
there was a friendly demonstration. 

At Erie there was a great crowd. 
Women and children were wedged in 
against the train, and the effort to 
check’ the swirling crowd was useless. 
Several women fainted. 

Mrs. Harriet Gridley and Miss Grid- 
ley, widow and daughter of Capt. C. 
Vv. Gridley of the Olympia, were re- 
ceived en train by Rear-Admifal Evans, 
who presented them to the Prince. * 

‘All | the ‘norning, the } 
train ran through a corner of Penn- 
syivania and out into the State of New 
York, there were crowds at thé sta- 
tions, anxious to see the Prince and 
tender assurances of friendship. At 
Buffalo, Mayor Knight welcomed the 
Prince, and the local German singing 
societies sang. 

It was 2:45 o'clock when the special 
arrived at Buffalo, and fifteen minutes 
later was steaming t Niagara 
Falls. At Niagara Falls Station, the 
Prince was met by Mayor Butler and 
a large Reception Committee and for- 
mally bidden to the city. 

When Mayor Butler concluded, Dr. 
William Snyder spoke in behalf of the 
Germans of the city. The Prince did 
not make a speech in response, buf 
‘thanked them both for their greeting.

Citizens Have Organized and Posted 
Sentries and Should the Negroes Ap- 
pear the Conflict is Liable to Result 
in Serious Loss of Life.

MARION (Ala.) March 5.—An organ- 
ized mob of negroes is marching 
teward this town with the intention of 
attacking the County Jalil, and releas- 
ing two negro murderers, one of whom 
is Luke Sanders, under sentence to be 
hanged tomorrow. 

Citizen soldiery is being organized, 
and at 9 o'clock fifty men were under 
arms ready to meet the marching ne- 
groes. Pickets have been thrown out 
on every road leading to the town, and 
if a mob appears, a serious conflict is 
feared. Early in the night leading cit- 
izens held a conference and it was de- 
cided not to ask the Governor for aid, 
as, they believed it to be the duty of 
the ple to enforce law and order. 

en the reports were first received 
Httle credence was placed in them. Sev- 
eral hours later couriers reported that 
real danger existed, and the citizens’ 
posse was immediately organized. 

Luke Sanders and John Sanders, the 
prisoners, are charged with the mur- 
der of Road Overseer Melvin seven 
months ago. Luke Sanders was sen- 
tenced to be hanged, and the Supreme 
Court refused a new hearing, but rev- 
ommended commutation of sentence.
